EAST JORDAN - A complaint against 
Chuck’s Bar has been signed by two 
East Jordan policemen and filed with 
the state Liquor Control Commission. 

Dated Dec. 29, the complaint claims 
several violations occurred on the 
premises on Dec. 24. It is signed by 
officers Ronald Melinowski and Paul 
Timmons. 

The police complaint was not men- 
tioned at the Jan. 5 city council meeting 
when Charles Sherk, owner of the bar, 
objected to Melinowski’s behavior and 
later filed his own complaint. 

Sherk said Mélinowski went into the 
bar before closing time, went behind 
the bar, opening and closing doors, and 
then, for what Sherk said were, insuffi- 
cient reasons, arrested one customer. - 

According to Walter Keck, director of 
Executive Services at the LCC in 
Lansing, Sherk has 20. days to answer 
the police complaint by mail. 

The complaint had been forwarded to 
the attorney general but, as Keck 
recollected, it itemized sale of liquor 
after hours, sale to an intoxicated 
person and loitering in the bar by 
intoxicated persons. 

The customer who was arrested was 


not, however, charged with intoxica- 
tion, but as a disorderly person. He has 
pled not guilty and is awaiting trial. 

It would be a matter of weeks after 
the 20-day limit before Sherk could get a 
hearing on a not-guilty plea, Keck said. 
It would have to come before an LCC 
hearing commissioner in either Charle- 
voix or Cheboygan. 


Keck said the complaint could also be 
made a local misdemeanor by local 
decision. 

Meantime, the three-man police com- 
mittee of the city council is conducting 
an investigation. 

At the outset, Mayor Archie Nemecek 


asked to have the council as a whole 
take the responsibility of looking into

chairman Al Joseph pointed out the city 
charter gave such pathorty to the 
committee.

Charlevoix County, Michigan : 


AN ORDINANCE TO PERMIT, REGULATE AND CONTROL, IN THE 
INTEREST OF THE PUBLIC. HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE, 
OUTDOOR GATHERINGS OF PERSONS IN EXCESS OF 500 IN NUMBER. 


Section 1. Preamble ‘ 

_ The Board. of -Wilson'Township finds and declares that the interests of 
public health, safety and welfare of the. citizens of, Wilson Township require 
the regulation, licensing and control of assemblages of large numbers of 
people in excess of those normally drawing upon the health, sanitation, fire, 
police, transportation, utility and other public services regularly provided in 
this township. 


caoaags 2. Definitions 
. “Outdoor Assembly” hereinafter referred to as ‘‘assembly,’’ means 
- "event attended by more than 500 attendants, all or any part of which 
includes a theatrical exhibition, public show, display, entertainment, 
amusement or other exhibition, including, but not limited to musical 
festivals, rock festivals, peace festivals or similar gatherings, but does not 
mean: 

1. an event which is conducted or sponsored by a governmental unit or 
agency on publicly owned land or property; or 

2. an event which is conducted or sponsored by any entity qualifying for 
tax exempt status under Section 5; 1 (c) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code. of 
1954, being 26 U.S.C.50E (c) (3), as incorporated by reference in Section 201 
of the Michigan Income Tax Act of 1967, Act 281 of the Public Acts of 1967, 
being Section 206.201 of the Compiled Laws of 1948; or 

3. an event held entirely within the confines ot a permanently enclosed 
and covered structure. 

b. ‘‘Person’’ means any natural person, partnership, corporation, associa- 
tion or organization. 

c. ‘‘Licensee’’ means any person who organizes, promotes, conducts, or 
causes to be conducted an outdoor assembly, and to whom a license is issued 
pursuant to this Ordinance. 

d. ‘‘Attendant’’ means any person who obtains admission to an outdoor 
assembly by payment of money or by the rendering of services in lieu of 
payment of money for admission. 


Section 3. ‘ 

A person shall not sponsor, operate, maintain, or promote an outdoor 
assembly in Wilson Township unless he shall have first made application for, 
and obtained, as hereinafter prescribed a license for each such assembly. 

* (Licensee) 


Section 4. Application for License 

Application for a license to conduct an outdoor assembly must be made in 
writing on such forms and in such manner as prescribed by the Wilson 
Township Board, and shall be made at least 60 days prior to the date of the 
proposed assembly. Each application shall be accompanied by a 
nonrefundable fee, which shall be set by the Wilson Township Board 
annually, and shall include at feast the following: 


a. The name, age, residence and mailing address of the person making the 
application. (Where the person making and application is a partnership, 
corporation, or other association, this information shall be provided for all 
partners, officers, and directors or members. Where the person is a 
corporation, a copy of the articles of incorporation shall be filed, and the 
names and addresses shall be provided of all shareholders having financial 
interest greater than $500.) 


b. A statement of the kind, character, and type of ‘lobia assembly, 


c. The address, legal description and proof of ownership of the site at 
which the proposed assembly is to be conducted. Where ownership is not 

’ vested in the prospective licensee, he shall submit and affidavit from the 
owner indicating his consent to the use of the site for the proposed assembly. 


d, The date and hours during which the proposed assembly is to be 
conducted. 


e. An estimate of the maximum number of attendants expected at the 
assembly for each day it is conducted and a detailed explanation of admission 
which will be used and the sequential numbering or other method which will 
be used for accounting purposes. 


f. Application for license by applicant who proposes to conduct more than 
one (1) outdoor assembly during the calendar year. 


Notwithstanding Section 4, 5 and 10 of this ordinance, where a prospective 
applicant for a license to conduct an outdoor assembly proposes to conduct 
more than one (1) outdoor assembly during the calendar year such applicant 
may: 


1, Submit one annual application to the Township Supervisor at least sixty 
(60) days prior to the date of the first proposed assembly of the calendar year. 
The annual application shali contain all information required of the 
prospective applicant by Sections 4, 5 and 10 of this ordinance and shall be 
made in writing on such forms and in such manner as prescribed by the 
Wilson Township Board. - 


2. After approval of the annual application by the Township Board, the 
prospective applicant must submit a supplemental application at least ten 
(10) days prior to the date of the proposed as¢embly. The supplemental 
application shall contain any information required by Sections 4, 5 and 10 of 
this ordinance which would differ from information contained 3 in the annual 
application. 


g. Within S days of the filing of the supplemental application, the Township 
Board may: (1) set specific conditions that must be met before the issuance of 
the license; (2) they may issue the license, or (3) they may deny the issuance 
of the license.

What skiers need in sun protection 


If you don’t see well, 
you don’t ski well. 

Since skiing involves 
reacting to snow and 
other conditions, regard- 
less of how natural some 
of the moves may be, 
anything which interferes 
with vision is likely to 
have a skier reacting late 
and absorbing ruts and 
bumps instead of working 
with them. 

Some thoughts from 
Peter Miller, contributing 
editor for SKI Magazine 
and a corrective lens- 
wearer, on differ :nces be- 
tween eyeglasses (which 
can cost up to $60) and 
contact lenses (which 
could go to $250) with an 
eye test from the optome- 
trist:

But in very cold 
weather, metal frames 
can also sting the skin at 
the forehead and the ears. 

Opticians can supply 
plastic tubes to cover the 
curled ends of the frame’s 
temples. The metal could 
also be coated with a 
lacquer, or plastic frames 
may be purchased. 

3. Fogging—occurs be- 
cause heat from the face 
condenses against the 
cold surface of glasses or 
goggles. Anti-fog cloths 
and solutions work some- 
times.

Arm and hand movements can either 
aid or interfere with good skiing. Most 
skiers try to turn thelr skis with their 
hands by moving them in the direction 
of the intended turn. This places the 
skier out of position to start a new 
turn. More significantly, the turning 
movements detract from the real func- 
tion of the hands and arms, which is 
balancing. Expert skiers use these ex- 
tremities to adjust to all sorts of 
minute changes that occur even in a 


single turn. 


To test the function of your hands 
and arms and to improve your balance 
skills, take a run without poles. With- 


turning aids. 


out poles to piant, you'll have to con- 
centrate on making more effective 

turning movements with your legs. 

Lack of pole weight will make turning 
movements with your hands less suc- 
cessful. After a few runs, your hands 
and arms will begin to perform freely 
and correctly as balancers instead of

to bend the ankle 45 
degrees without lifting 
the heel off the ground. If 
you can’t do that, exer- 
cise to regain flexibility 
(this will take some time) 
and buy boots that will 
stiffen as you flex for- 
ward. 

The boot should feel 
stiff before you reach the 
limits of ankle flexibility. 

Make sure the boots are 
not merely comfortable, 
but really fit, and the foot 
in the ankle and instep 
area really fills the boot. 

Voids above the instep 
can cause the boot to 


collapse and stop func-” 


tioning; softer boots are 
more prone to this pro- 
blem than stiffer boots. 

The way your ankle 
flexes should be in synch 
with the boot’s flex char- 
acteristics. 


The entier front of your 
foot, ankle, and lower leg 
should press against the 


.boot when you flex for- 


ward, and there should be 
no localized pressures 
throughout the full range 
of forward and backward 
flex. 

This is true for all 
boots, but is especially 
critical in outer limits. 

If you have small feet 
for your height and 
weight, be especially 
careful in buying softer 
boots, for the reasons 
outlined above. 

Conversely, if your feet 
are large for your weight 
and height, a somewhat 
softer boot may be 
needed. 

If you’ve already 
bought one of the softer 
models, change boots 
when you've advanced to 


boot fit 


solid intermediate status, 
where higher heel-reten- 
tion forces are required, 
or when you switch to 
longer skis. 

If you’re considering 
buying, try to appraise 
how much you might ad- 
vance in a year or two. 

More exercising to en- 
able you to flex stiffer 
boots comfortably might 
be a better solution to 
your boot problem than 
settling for a softer pair 
right now. 


Although these precau- 
tions are addressed to 
women whose height, 
weight, and strength rel- 
ative to their foot size call 
for boots that fall into the 
marginal area, they’re al- 
so generally valid for all 
women skiers—and smal- 
ler male novices as well. ©

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How to safely fit your child for skiing 


More than ree 
else, keeping children 
safe for skiing means 
getting them good equip- 
ment. 

The editors of Skiing 
Magazine offer the follow- 
ing advice: 

Bindings—Make sure 
children understand how 
to get in and out of the 
binding, and also make 
sure the child never at- 
tempts to readjust the 
setting. 

It is the parent’s res- 
nonsibilitv to see the set- 


ting is as light as possi- 
ble, but not so light that 
inadvertent release takes 
place. 

This requires spending 
some time with your child 
before putting him in ski 
school, but your sacrifice 
of time will pay dividends 
in peace of mind and your 
child’s enjoyment. 

Boots—Boots should be 
stiff enough in side-to- 
side flex to provide sup- 
port and control. 

Fore-and-aft flex 
should be relatively soft, 


particularly for 
youngest children, es 
will simply not be able to 
drive their knees forward 
in stiffer models. 

The heel must be held 
down if contro] is to be 
achieved; the boot must 
be snow-tight and well 
insulated to keep the feet 
warm and dry. 

Still, it is possible to 
buy boots big enough for 
your child to grow into. 

The general rule is that 
with the boot unbuckled 
and the foot pushed as far 


forward as possible, there 
should be no more than 
two fingers distance be- 
hind the heel. 

That won’t guarantee 
the boot will fit the follow- 
ing year, but boots longer 
than that sacrifice control, 
and put dangerous loads 
on the leg as well. 

Skis—Buy them about 
head height—longer for 
advanced skiers and jun- 
jor racers. 

That will be short 
enough to maneuver easi- 
ly, long enough to use for 


; several seasons.

How to fight frigid feet 


Los temperatures, such 
as those on ski trails, 
invariably produce com- 
plaints about cold feet. 

But complainers some- 
times have themselves to 
blame as much as the 
mercury at the bottom of 
the bulb. 

A common cause of cold 
feet is tossing boots into a 
cold car trunk. Your feet 
are bound to get cold 


. when you put them into 


what amounts to two por- 
table refrigerators. 
Quickly rewarming the 
boots doesn’t solve the 
problem either, because it 
causes moisture to con- 
dense in the boots, and 


damp boots are invariably 
cold boots. 

Dampness can be a 
cold-foot culprit in several 
other ways, too. 

Never wear socks while 
driving to an area; socks 
compress and lose their 
insulating value. 

The car heater probably 
blasts directly against 
your feet, making them 
perspire and the socks 
will pick up salt from the 
perspiration, drawing out 
even more moisture.

They should be light- 
weight and flexible 
enough so the child can

flatten the camber. The 
polyethylene bottoms 
should be waxed fre- 


quently (to protect the 
base as well as for ease in 
cortrolling the ski) with 
the edges kept properly 
tuned, 

Poles—Tiny tots are 
probably better off with- 
out poles, as they tend to 
wave them around reck- 
lessly at risk to. other 
skiers. 

For older children, do 
not buy the very cheapest 
poles. They break too 
easily. 

Ski School—An impor- 
tant safety item, for kids 
to Jearn to ski in control, 
not to tackle slopes be- 
yond their abilities, and to 
exercise caution on 
crowded slopes or under 
unusual conditions. 

It’s unwise for anyone 
to ski alone, and for kids, 


it’s doubly dangerous. 
Racing Helmets—Some 

parents, fearful their chil- 

dren will be hit by other 


- skiers who fail to see them 


in time, add the protec- 
tion of a racing helmet. 
This is probably not a 
good idea. Racing hel- 
mets are to protect the 
skull on impact with trees, 
lift towers, etc. when 
racing downhill speeds. 
A helmet won't help 
with on-slope conditions 
between skiers, and in 
fact, the added weight on 
the head could lead to a 
more serious neck injury. 
If your kids are down- 
hill racing, get them hel- 
mets. Otherwise, a good 
woo] hat will do—and 
bright-colored clothes to 
make them more visible. 


Snowmaking is 
next best thing 


Lack of snow is no 
reason to cancel a trip to 
your favorite resort. 
While nothing compares 
to the clopes after a fresh 
snowfall, nothing can 
compensate for lack of it 
better than machine- 
mage snow. 


However, a lot of myth 
has been created with that 
snow; so consider the 
facts about snow-making 
before deciding the con- 
ditions are less than per- 
fect. 


If you thought that 
manufactured snow was 
man-made, artificial or 
plastic, then you'll be 
Pleased to learn that 
you're wrong. 

The truth is, the snow is 


not made by men, but by 


machines (the men run 
the machines); it is real, 
but rounder rather than 
flat in shape; and snow 


produced by machines 
could never be. plastic. 

Even though it is slight- 
ly heavy and wet, mach- 
ine-made snow is like 
aged natural snow. 

Some people believe 
that manufactured snow 
quickly turns to blue ice 
which makes it difficult to 
turn on. 


The fact is that all wet 
snow, natural or machine- 
made, congeals in cold. 
But when properly groom- 
ed, it is as easy to ski on 
as natural snow. 


Snow can be manufac- 
tured on any slope regard- 
less of size or ground 
condition, even though 
steep slopes may require 
more snow because it is 
skied off faster. 

And it may take more 
snow and a wetter con- 
sistency to overcome un- 
frozen ground, but the 


ground does not have to 
be frozen. 

Many people believe 
that machine-made snow 
will produce an oily sur- 
face that’ will adhere to 
their skis, or that the 
snow will freeze their 
bindings. 

At one time it was true 
that early snowmaking in- 
stallations created oily 
snow surfaces, but mod- 
ern systems in use now, 
do not. 

If you are worried about 
frozen bindings, keep in 
mind that ice from any 
source can freeze around 
them.However, this will 
not interfere with the 
functioning of the bind- 
ings. 

So even though you 
may not have a fresh 
fallen snow each time you 
ski, manufactured snow 
really is the next best 
thing.’

That’s because children 
ate often so much more 
relaxed and happy on skis 
than adults are (not all 
adultws, of course).

Keep kids warm 


Small children have a 
lower tolerance to cold 
than adults. 

A cold child is not only 
unhappy, but a prime 
candidate for injury since 
coordination is lost when 
cold muscles fail to per- 
form, 

Dress them properly, 
which means starting with 
winter underwear. 

Natural fibers (cotton, 
wool, or silk) are better 
than synthetics because 
they absorb perspiration. 

Remember, to stay 
warm, you must stay dry. 
That means not only wa- 
ter-repellency but 
‘‘breathability."’ 


. Many synthetics will 
cause perspiration and 
cool the child rather than 
protect from the cold. 

Vinyl “gloves and mit- 
tens, for example, are 
worthless in the snow. 

Forget gloves except 
for spring skiing, and get 
leather mittens insulated 
with feathers or fiberfill, 
and with tight bands at 
the wrist. 


Treat them frequently 
with a water-repellent 
preparation. 

It’s best to bring along 
a change of mittens in 
case the first pair gets 
wet, 

The layered approach i is 
the best way to add 
insulation as you proceed 
to the outer garments.

Bulkiness can restrict 
mobility, which will lower 
heat production and inter- 
fere with the freedom of 
action necessary in skiing. 

Outer clothes should be 
loose-fitting, wind-resis- 
tant, water-repellent, and 
snow-tight. 

However, don't take 
“‘loose-fitting’’ to mean 
big enough for next year. 

If you want clothes to 
last more than one sea- 
son, get  closer-fitting

They're more expen- 
sive, but the extra wear 
may make them a sounder 
investment in the long 
run. 

The extremities are us- 
ually the hardest to keep 
warm. 


A wool hat that covers. 


the ears is a must (the 
nylon hood from the parka 
is not enough). 

Acrylic may be easier to 
care for, but it does not 
warm as well. 

Ditto for socks; watch 
for wetness here in parti- 
cular. 

Don't let kids run a- 
round bootiess- on wet 
lodge floors.

tually superior to children 
(better able to figure 
things out rationally), and 
they may have greater 
physical 
paradoxically, little kids 
three feet high’ just whiz 
eight by them on the ski 
slope. 

This is not to say that 
you have to behave child- 


‘ishly in order to ski well, 


but that, as psychologist 
Eric Berne says, we tend 
to perform best when we 
‘tet the child out to 
play.’’ (Child-like, not 
childish.) 

We can actually learn a 
lot about good skiing (and 
ourselves) by watching 
and emulating children. 

Since many adults are 
obsessed with the how-to 
variety of instruction,

THE DIAGONAL STRIDE 


What is the diagonal stride? If you 
hdve read any ski touring articles, you 
probably have come across the term 
diagonal stride and wondered what it 
meant. The diagonal stride is the 
technique used to ski across flat and 
gradually sloping terrain. It got its 
name from the fact that the arms and 
legs are used in a diagonally opposite 
manner. That is, the left arm and right 
leg are swung forward at the same 
time, just like walking. Remembering 
that the opposite arm and leg are

difficult to do everything 
right when we first shart 
out. 

We spent most of our 
time concentrating on our 
mistakes which results in 
a negative attitude and 
interferes with spontan- 
eity and instinctive res- 
ponses, 

Most youngsters have 
never heard of ‘‘anticipa- 
tion,” “‘leverage,’’ or 
‘Teg rotation,” yet they 
perform all these func- 
tions splendidly. How do 
they do it? Easy. To the 
child the slope is a stage, 
and the roles are fun to 
act out. 

Adults are conditioned 
to be sober-and analyti- 
cal. Experts say that 
adults perform best on 
skis when they allow 
themselves to let go of 
their dominant inhibitions 
and just have fun. 


used as a unit when cross country 
skiing can help you achieve a 
smoother diagonal stride. 


This comes naturally to 
children when they act out 
roles in their skiing— 
pretending they’re as 
light on their feet as a cat, 
slithering down the hill 
like a snake, etc. 

Children seem to have 
as much style as they do 
fun. One reason is that 
when a youngster is total- 
ly absorbed in his path of 
skiing, he is looking 
where he is going. 

By turning his head in 
that direction, he moves 
his torso and legs (and 
skis) in that direction, too. 

With the skis func- 


_ tionally spread, he intui- 


tively sets up to pivot the 
legs and to make a stable 
landing. 


By pivoting his feet and ~ 


legs so that his skis can 
catch up with his torso, he 
maintains good balance 
and can pull everything

together. 

Most important, he can 
do this without worrying 
about how he looked or 
what his instructor might 
say—or any other self- 
criticizing thoughts that 
adults are often burdened 
with in a similar situation. 

He’s having fun, and it 
shows in his skiing. 

The challenges children 
like best are those pres- 
ented by the terrain. 

Children like popping 
into the trees, ducking 


_ under limbs, and bounc- 
‘ing off bumps. Though 


they don’t realize it, ter- 
rain games like these 
provide them with a reflex 
and movement repertoire 
that is unique. 

You never learn a sport 
so well as when you learn 
it in childhood, the ex- 
perts say. 

Unfortunately, adults 
could learn more, but they 
lack the open, inquisitive 
nature of children. ; 

So try to discover what 
your mountain has to offer 
in the way of terrain— 
explore every nook and 
cranny. 

Learn to shed your so- 
ber skin for a bit and try 
being just a little bit silly. 

The next time some 
little kids go whizzing by, 
rather than admiring their 
skill from afar or dismis- 
sing their antics as inap- 
propriate for an adult, 
why not join them? 

Start your day with a 
voluntary, playful tumble 
in the snow, and then go 
on a tefrain hunt of 
bounce off a bump. 

Growl, hiss, roar, sing, 
shout, dance, and leap as 
you ski. 

Make it a day for some 
mad, loose, joyful skiing. 

Discover what skiing is 
like for a kid. You may 
never want to ski like an 
adult again.

The four symbols illustrated above 
comprise the standard international 
trail marking system. It is extremely 
important to keep in mind that these 
symbols describe the relative degree 
of challenge of that slope or trail com- 
pared with alt other trails at that 
particular ski area. Therefore, it is 
always a good idea to start off on the 
““Eastest"’ trail when you visit a new 
Ski area, then progress to the ‘*More 
Difficult’’ as you get a feel for the 
area's general degree of difficulty. 
Never head straight for the trails 
marked ‘‘Most Difficult.'’

What to know about 


children’s ski bindings 


The quality of junior 
bindings has been im- 
proving steadily. Weight 
ranges have been ex- 
panded, to better accom- 
modate very lightweight 
youngsters, as has selec- 
tion. 

More models can now 
be used with both junior 
boot soles (usually sizes 
up to 2) and with adult 
boot soles (usually size 2 
and up), two key factors 
that provide the child 
with longer use potential. 


Several manufacturers 
are also’ now offering 
more extensive warran- 
ties for their bindings. 

Although junior bind- 
ings have been greatly 
improved, step-in models 
are stil! dependent on the 
quality of the boot sold. 

Step-in bindings work 
best with a higher quality 
boot sole, such as those 
made of polyurethane. 

Softer thermoplastic 
boot soles can wear down 
after repeated use, which 


Use this guide 
when fitting skiis 


Experts say = your 
height, weight, athletic 
experience and the kind of 
skiing you'll be doing 
should be considered in 
outfitting yourself for 
cross-country ski gear. 

These experts offer the 
following guidelines: 

Fitting Skis - With your 
feet on the floor, raise one 
arm straight up in the air. 

Generally, the pair of 
skis whose tips come clo- 
sest to hitting the wrist of 
your upraised arm will be 
the right size. 

There are exceptions to 
the rule, though: If you 
are particularly light, you 
will want a slightly shor- 
ter ski becaus¢ you have 
less weight to be distri- 
buted on the ski and if you 
are heavier than’ normal 
for your height, you will 
want a slightly longer ski 
to spread your weight 
over a longer ski surface. 


If a ski is too long, it 
will be hard to control; it 
will meander and roll in 
the track. 

If a ski is too short, the 
ski will tend to plow or dig 
in at the tip and be very 
slow. ~ 

Fitting Boots - Like any 
athletic footwear, a cross- 
country ski boot’s perfor- 
mance depends on good 
fit. 

It should tit comfortably 
like a good walking shoe. 

It should be snug a- 
round the heel so your 
foot doesn't lift out when 
kicking. and it should 
have adequate room in 
the toe area so circula- 
tion is not impeded. 

Fitting Poles - With 
your feet flat on the floor, 
raise one arm straight out 
from your body. 

The poles that fit com- 
fortably under your out- 
stretched arm will be the 


* right length for you.

Ski brakes for juniors 
have also been greatly 
improved and free the 
child, parent and instruc- 
tor from struggling with 
safety straps or leashes. 

If you have a choice, 
choose a réarward-facing 
brake; forward-facing toe 


“mounted brakes can be- 


come snagged on objects. 
Bindings should be 
kept clean, occasionally 
sprayed with a silicone 
lubricant, and checked 
frequently for release. 
Binding adjustments 
should be made only by a 
trained ski mechanic and 
according to the manufac- 
turer’s spécifications.
